THOSE RECORDINGS SPURRED THE PROBE INTO WHETHER PRESIDENT CLINTON 
HAD AN AFFAIR WITH LEWINSKY, AND URGED HER TO LIE ABOUT IT. 

PUBLISHED REPORTS SAID TRIPP WAS ARRESTED IN 1969, ACCUSED OF 
STEALING MONEY AND A WATCH. BUT HER LAWYERS SAY THE CHARGES WERE

(CAPITOL HILL) — A KEY SENATOR HAS TAKEN THE WRAPS OFF HIS 
LONG-AWAITED PLAN TO OVERHAUL THE I-R-S. 

SENATE FINANCE COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN WILLIAM ROTH CHAIRED THE
